In the days of John the Revelator, 
the Lord saw the necessity of sending 
an angel to the earth in the latter 
times with the everlasting Gospel, and 
John says :.

THE WINTER CAMPAIGN. 

Sununn work in the missionary field is nearly, if not quite, at a close. The 
sowers have been bravely at work. They have, like diligent: husbandmen, gone 
out upon the land and strewn the seed broadcast. A great deal of. it has, 
doubtless, fallen upon uncongenial soil, which has refused to allow it to ger- 
minate, spring up and yield abundantly to the joy of the laborer, This has 
not been altogether the case, as the additions of honest souls to the Church in 
various parts of the Mission go to prove. 

The devotedness of the elders and priesthood generally! in uttering the gos- 
pel proclamation in the highways and public places during the summer 
months has been a source of great pleasure to us. It has also been a cause 
of much benefit to the elders themselves personally as well as to those who 
have received their testimonies and embraced the everlasting Gospel. It has 
acted as a polishing process, giving experience and versatility in the work 
of the ministry to those brethren W who were 5 unac- 
customed to that kind of labor. 

In case there should be any who suppose the winter season to be a time of 
rest for missionaries, we hasten to disabuse the minds of such. There is no 
season when a servant of God can afford to cast off the armor of faith and 
righteousness and divest himself of the sword of truth, Battling for the 
right, working for the salvation of souls should be his continual motto. The 
only differences that the revolving seasons bring to the Elders of Israel in the 
missionary field are changes of tactics, or of the methods of accomplishing 
the object of their mission. Besides, it is notably the experience of every 
faithful laborer that instead of the winter months being favorable to a cessa- 
tion of missionary work, the reverse is the case. It is then that, by well 
directed and assiduous working, he is most likely to make converts to the 
Gospel of faith, repentance, baptism for the remission of sins and the laying 
on of hands for the gift of the Holy Ghost. | 
With the cessation of open air meetings should come, in increased number, 
assemblages of another character, for which summer time is not quite so favor- 
able. We refer to meetings in private houses. Where it can be done, each 
of the Elders should attend one every evening in the week, excepting perhaps 
Saturday night, that being generally an inconvenient time. The Presidents of 
branches, aided by the local priesthood and Saints, should zealously interest 
themselves ! in finding places for the holding of such gatherings. They can be 
held in the houses of the Saints, and neighbors, friends and acquaintances be | 
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invited to attend. Or, better still, they can be convened in the dwellings of 
strangers who are favorably disposed to the work. The missionaries should 
also devote themselves zealously to the matter of finding suitable places for 
the holding of meetings of this kind. 

In house assemblages of this nature there is generally a more friendly feel- 
ing, the outgrowth of closer association, than is ordinarily experienced in more 
extensive gatherings held in large public halls. A condition of this kind is 
most excellent for people getting favorable impressions, leading to a —— 
by them of the Gospel message. 

We trust that no Elder will get so imbued with the impression that the peo- 
ple do not want to hear the Gospel that he will slacken his endeavors to search 
out those who will receive the truth. All should cultivate a spirit of faith 
and hopefulness, so necessary to success in every undertaking. 

We have already expressed our gratification regarding the course taken by 
the Elders and local priesthood in the matter of open-air preaching during the 
season about closing. We trust we shall have as much reasun to speak com- 
mendably in relation to their labors in conducting the approaching winter 
missionary campaign, concerning which we purpose speaking ag on 
occasion.

The elders of the Church of Christ, established on the earth in these days, 
by Divine revelation, are the subjects of an immense variety of slanderous 
and false accusations. Among them is the often-repeated statement that they 
cause separation and misery in many families. Of course it is true now as in 
the days of the Savior, that when a man embraces the pure Gospel, the mem- 
bers of his own household” occasionally become his most bitter enemies. 
The same applies to the case of women who become identified with the work 
of God. This, as in former ages, when it does occur, is the result of one 
portion of a family embracing the truth, while another portion is bitterly 
opposed to it. The Gospel of Jesus Christ, however, requires of its professed 
adherents that they shall treat with forbearance, kindness and justice those 
who differ from, or even oppose them, whether they belong to their own 
household or otherwise. 

A case in point occurred only a short time since. A man professing mem. 
bership in the Church came to this Office, and informed us he desired to emi- 
grate to Utah. We learned that he had left his wife without giving her any 
intimation of his intention. He was leaving her to her fate. We at once 
advised him to return to his family, and act consistently with the require- 
ments of the Gospel. If he wished to emigrate he should inform his wife and 
give her the opportunity of accompanying him, if she so desired. We stated 
that he could not be justified in leaving until he had taken this course, so he 
returned to his home accordingly. Of course instances occasionally arise 
where portions of families emigrate while other portions remain behind, but 
the course pursued in such matters depends entirely upon the circumstances. 
In every cas? the spirit of wisdom and righteousness should be kept in 2 
agreeable with the sentiments herein expressed.

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' Circumstances of this and a like nature, showing the care exercised by the 
elders to have all things conducted on a straightforward and honorable princi- 
ple, frequently occur, but it is not often that their ‘action. in the premises is 
acknowledged. This instance was, however, an exception, as the following 
extract from a letter to us from the wife of the person alluded to shows : 
“ You will no doubt be surprised to hear from me, as you don't know any- 
thing about me, nor do I about you. But I felt it my duty to write and 
thank you for talking to my husband in the way you did, as I think it was a 
very hard thing for a man to leave a woman and never say a word about 
where he was going. I had no knowledge of where he had gone, and, of 
course, if it had not been for your advice he would have made clear away. I 
can assure you you put the right words in the right place; and if I never see 
you in this world, I thank you very much.” | : 

So far as we have any jurisdiction we desire to have the affairs of this Mis- 
sion conducted upon a fair and honorable basis. We have heretofore spoken 
in condemnatory terms of any attempts on the part of persons professing to 
be Saints leaving these lands for the gathering place without discharging 
every financial and other obligat ion. The elders permitting people to leave 
who are guilty of any dishonest intention of this nature will be held virtu- 
ally responsible. It is our wish also that the priesthood anywhere who are 
cognizant of any cases of this character, should give due notice of the same 
to this office. We wish to place obstacles in the way rather than encourage 
the gathering of dishonest persons to Zion. It is the honest in heart who are 
wanted there, to aid in the building up of the kingdom of God. If we know 
_of any persons intending to leave in a dishonorable manner we will take meas- 
ures to stop them. : 

Let it be known that we give no recognition, support or countenance to 
any unrighteousness in connection with the work, so far as lies:in our juris- 
diction. If the world speak evil of our operations we desire that they should 
do it falsely, to their own instead of our condemnation. Our stand is taken 
in this regard, and from it we do not propose to be moved.

President Crane announced that 
the morning meeting would be devo- 
ted to business pertaining to the con- 
ference, and reports from presidents 
of branches would be first in order.

President Budge, in a clear and 
concise manner, explained the law of 
tithing, relating his individual expe- 
rience in observing it, saying it was a 
law established by the Almighty, and 


therefore was as necessary to be com-: 


plied: with as were any others of His 
commandments. He pointed out the 
advantages to be derived from abiding 
that law, and exhorted the Saints to 
live up to their privileges. He in- 
formed the Saints that financial re- 
ports were made out monthly, and 
strict accounts kept of all funds re- 
ceived, and * of expenditure 
duly forwarded to the proper autho- 
rities. The financial assistance ren- 
dered by the Saints is placed to their 


individual credits on the Church 


books. The Gospel is a system of 
perfect freedom, and all of its princi- 
ples are to be voluntarily complied 
with. He cautioned the Saints to 
refuse to listen to any persons who 
might advise them against the neces- 
sity of the performance of their 
duties, inasmuch as they desired the 
blessings of Almighty God. He ex- 
plained the nature of the law of 
tithing, and showed it was the privi- 
lege of each one to live as near the 
principle as their faith would lead 
them to.
